Peking GoTwrament* 



Washington, July 11.— Wu Ting 
'v^ang, the Chinese minlater to this 
''country, came to the state department 
in porson and dflivored to Secretary 
Hay a copy of a cablegram received 
by him purporting to be from the 
Chinese imperial government, believed 
to hare originated at the Chinese war 
department, dLsclaiming responsibility 
on the part of the imperial govern- 
ment for the "Uoxer" troubles, and 
asserting that the engagement at Tien 
: Tsln was the direct mult of the bom- 
ibardment o< Taku torts by tha tor- 
* elgners. 

The cablegram was a copy of a 
^ lengthy imperial decree, dated June 29 
It reviews the entire trouble, and closes 
as follows: 

"Our several mltiiKtors will make 
known accurately and in detail the 
contents of this decree and the policy 
of China to the ministers of foreign 
affairs In their respective countries, 
^ and assure them that military author- 
ities are strictly enjoined to afford pro

tection to the legations as hitherto to 
the utmost of their power. As for the 
|««arcblsts tbey will be severely de44t 
[With as circumstances permit. 

'The several IniIli^t' r- will continue 
[lo the discbaj-ge of the duties of their 
lefflcea as hitherto, wlUtout hesitation 
(or doubt This telegraphic decree to 
|te transmitted for their information." 

The document gave great satisfaction 
[here, as it showed, assuming there was 
[some foundation for the flrst reports, 
thgt the Imperial govemment had 
leneouraged the Boxers, and even par- 
[tlcipated against the legations, that an 
effort Is about to be made to retrieve 
that mistake. 

The note is said to have originated 
■with the privy council, and at the state 
department this Ijody Is declared to be 

• Identical with the Tsung Li Yamen, be- 
ing the power next to the throne, and 
the one which deals aBeluaivsly with 
foreign powers. 

The curious means adopted of for 

(warding the note are supposed to have 
been resorted to because what amounts 
to martial law In civilised countries is 
now In force in Peking and Shan Tung, 
■O that Tsung Li Yamen would natur- 
ally confide the message to the war 
boiurd, now In supreme control, to se- 
Wff Its transmission to Shanghai. The 
uilKranced purpose of the Chinese gov- 
emment to protex't the foreign minis- 
ten is.graUt^lpg to >he officials here, 
far they tky su atoaig been more or 
less doubtful of the antbenticity of the 
several dispatches -which have emanat- 
ed from Shanghai respecting the rela- 
tions between Prince Cbing and the 
legationers.

It 
will permit the foreign ministers in 
Peking, If they are alive, to do the 
same. Our government will probably 
give the suggestion to Tsung LI Tamen 

through Minister Wu that this he done. 
Much will depend upon the response. 

Want B«tt(« Proof. 

Tyondon, Jtily 11.- .Although Shang- 
hai repeats the statenu iit that both the 
emperor and dowag<T eniprc-.-! aro 
alive and telegrams from Chinese ofl9- 
cials again testify to the safety of the 
legations, the assertions no longer 
stimulate hope here, and p°ss'mlsm 
friU prevail as long as the authorities, 
who on tholr own showing are able 
to get messages to the coast fail to 
lend oonflrmatlon of the safety of the 
foreigners from some member of a 
legation at Peking. Ixindon sees in 
the disappearance and reappearance of 
prominent people at Peking, and the 
efforts apparently making to shift the 
blame from one to the other, and in 
the attempts to represent themselves 
as victims of, instead of principals, in 
the recent occu r re n cee, as only prep- 
fcratlons for alibis and defenses in 
view of the approach of the troops of 
the power.s and the tragedy they may 
discover on reaching the Chinese cap- 
ital. A dispatch from Canton says Li 
Hung Chang is keeping excellent order 
there. Robbers and pirates are execut- 
ed pu1>licly and frequently, and the 
people are cowed and afraid to disturb 
the peace. 

About liiittles ut Tien Tsln. 
Berlin, July 11. — The German consul 
at Tien Tsln cables that the foreign 

settlements were continually bom- 
barded by the Chinese from July 5 to 
July 8. On July 2 200 Boxer.s attacked 
the French settlement and were routed 
by the Russians. The British and Jap- 
anese forces July 7 bombarded the 
Chinese t>atteries. Toward eveniii.^ 
Chinese sheelfl penetrated the root of 
the Oerman consulate and caused an 
outbreak of Are, which was exttnguisb- 
ed after slight damage had been done. 
On July 6 the Pelpcng sailed for Taka 
with the German wounded. River om- 
munication between Tien Tsln and 
Taku has been safe since the Chinese 
fort midway between the two town- 
was captured. The railroad from Tons; 
Ku has been repaired to within three 
miles of Tien Tsln. Nearly all the 
fluniliss of foreigners left Tien Tsln 
for Taka July 4. 

Kdlet ot Empress. 

Shanghai, July 11.— An edict of the 
emprebs dowager, promulgated on June 
30, has Just been published in Shang- 
hai Her majesty exprcesee sorrow for 
the death of Baron Von Ketteler, the 
German minister, who, she said, went 
to the Tsung Li Yamen on tht d :y of 
his death against her wishes. Her ma- 
jesty sxpresses regret that the capture 
of the Taku forts should have com- 
plicated mattors, but orders that the 
Boxers be suppressed and the foreign 
legations in Peking protected. The 
whole tone of tke edict Is to bold the 
foreigners blaaai>ls for tbs grartty of 
the crisis. 

Foreigners Hard Pressed. 

Waehington, July 11.— The following 
cablegram has been received at the 
navy department from Admiral Remey 
at Chefoo: "Arrived, two battalions 
Ninth Infantry and one battalion ma- 
rines. Colonel Meade, landed to pnK wd 
to Tien Tsln. Allied forces at Tien 
Tsin engaged in maintaining tbelr de- 
fenses. Ordered Solace here to take 
sick and wounded to Yokohama hos- 
pital. Oregon proceed soon to dock at 
Kure, towed by chartered q^mer and 
convoyed by Nashville. Just learned 
from Admiral Seymour at Tien Tsin 
foreigners thsre are hard preesed." 

Advtoee to Preach Minister. 

Paris, July 11.— At cabinet council 
the minister of foreign affairs, M. Del- 
cas-ie, rejid a telegram from Tokio con- 
firming the news that Japan wlU send 
ImsMdiat^ t» ValEQ a eomplete divi- 
sion of 19,000 men. A dispatch from 
Chefoo, dated July 7, says the orphan- 
age at Shan Tung has been pillaged. 
The Chinese minister here informed 
M. Deloasse tkat Li Hung Chang had 
cabled him from Canton saying that 
he had Just received a telegram from 
Pekin a.sBertiug that the soldiers gpd 
rsbels who surroundsfl tke IscMtkmn 
bad gradnallT dis p srsed. 

Plenio Party Injured. 
Chicago, July 11.— As a Sunday 
school picnic party of 100 children and 
tksir tMchera were dsaoendlng a 

wooden stairway leading from the Hal- 
stead street viaduct to the Burlington 
tracks the stairway collapsed and 50 
obildren were precipitated 10 feet to 
tke ground bs l aer. Tke tBOaartac were 
seriously injured: Jessie Oles, 16; 
James K. Miller, 14; Louis Pstri. 18; 
Annie Krueger, 1%.

Illinois Central Train From \e\v 
Orlean* to CbirHgo Ik Held 
Up In Kentucky and Ba> 
prsM Car looted. 



Paducah, Ky., July 11. — The Illinois 

Central fa.>-:t train fio;.! New Orlean.-. 
to Chicago was held up and robbed ul 
1:20 a. m.. two miles south of \V u k 
liffe, Ky. The train waa flagged, and 
when It stopped the bandits entered the 
cab. The fireman, J. J. I'ryi.sch, w.l-. 
kiijcked in the head with the butt of u 
revolver and badly hurt. 

The robbers, six in number, cut oft 
the engine and express car and ran u 
mile and a half to Fort Jefferson, near 
the Ohio river, and within sight of the 
Missouri shore. Here they blew the 
express safe and secured all the valu- 
ables It contained. 

They le>ft the engine and car and 
crossed into 3Iis.<?ourl. They dropped 
one pacliage containing |700 on the 
Kentucky side and another on the Mis- 
souri side, both of which were recov- 
ered in the morning. 

The robbers overpowered the ex- 
press men and made them get off the 
train, but did sot attempt to molent 
others on the train, which carried a 
larpe load of pa^.'-l■n^;''I'>■ A .-luv'i.il 
train with bloodhounds and an armed 
posse left division headqturters at 
Jackson, Tenn., for the scene, and it is 
understood Missouri officers are hot on 
the robbers' trail. .Vhout $10,000 was 
secured in addition to the money drop- 
ped by the robbers. 

The robbers left some of their tools, 
a rifle and four pistols in their flight. 

Mast Stand Trial. 

Georgetown. Ky.. July 11. — The mo- 
tion of the defense for a continuance in 
the case of ex-Secretary of State Caleb 
Powers, charged with being accessory 
to the Ooebel murder, came up before 
Judge Cantrill. Commonwealth Attor- 
ney Franklin, in presenting the objec- 
tions on the part of the prosecution, 
claimed that the defendant had not 
exercised due diligence to get his wit- 
nesses here. Ex-OovemOT Brown, for 
the defense, replied, saying that the 
alBdavits filed showed abundance of 
cause for a continuance and asserted 
that a trial under the circumstances 
would be so much labor lost ss the 
higher courts would certsinly reverse 
the verdict on tbe ground of error. The 
motion for a continuance was over- 
ruled, the court finding It was the fault 
of the defense that witnesses .are not 
present The court notified the de- 
fense that they might have attadi- 
menta Issued, returnable next Tues- 
day, for all absent witnesses. 

Mr. MaddlsoB Took Water. 

London, July ll. — The queen's gar- 
den party gave rise to an extraordin 
ary scene in the house of commons. 
The usual humdrum Wednesday busi- 
ness was In progress, when an adjourn- 
ment wa> moved to enable the mem- 
bers to uttend the function at Bucking- 
ham palace. John Dillon, Irish Na- 
tionalist objected, saying that business 
Interfered with such a purpose. BYed 
Maddlson, Radl<?al. who followed, pro 
tested In an excited manner against 
what be considered to be "flagrant 
abuse ot governmental power, and the 
gross waste of the precious time of the 
house." He declared that a Single 
clause of the agricultural holdings bill, 
then under discussion, was worth more 
than all the royal garden parties, "with 
all royalty thrown in." These remarks 
brought forth angry shouts of "With- 
draw," and on the demand of the 
spsaker, Mr. Maddisoa wltkdrsir kis 
egpcisslons.

Attempt to Wreck a Train. 

Philadelphia, July 11.— .Xccording to 
Officials of the Baltimore and Olii.) r lil- 
road, a deliberate attempt to wre u thi 
Washington express going to New 
York came near being successful at 
Folsom, a short distance oat.-ide of 
this city. The train coiisisti d of two 
sleepers, two day coaches and three 
baggage cars, and left Washington at 
11:30 p. m. It was due here at 3:10 a. 
m. While going at a good rate of speed 
It ran into an open switch ut Folsoni. 
The engine was overturned and the 
three baggage cars were derailed, but 
no one was Injured. An examination 
of the s\vit( h by the railroad men dis- 
closed the lact that the switch had 
been tampered with for the apparent 
purpose of wrecking a train. It is be- 
lieved, however, by many in the vicin- 
ity that It wa.s the work of small boys. 
The railway officials have placed de 
tectives on the ease and have offered 
a reward of |600 for the arrest and 
conviction of those tampering with the 
switch. 



President Tbwing Speaks. 

Charleston. S. C, July 11.— The

the general topic at the morning ses- 
sion of the National Educational asso- 
ciation.

LIVELY RACE FOR PLACES ON TICKCT 



Gathering of Republicans at Charles- 
ton Is thn Largest In the His- 
tory of tbe tftate — Letter 
From «:bairinan Hanaa. 



Charleston, W. Va., July 11.— The 

Republican stito coiivenliou bore was 
the uiost l.irnely attended of any in 
the history o£ the party in this state. 
Besides tbe nomination of a state tick- 
et it was made the occasion of opening 
the presldenli,';l campaign and the can- 
vas.- of Hon. Stcplien H. Klkins as sen 
ator. 

While tbe Republicans carried the 
state four years ago the plurality was 

chjse and the margin in the legislature 
was so sliijht a.s to be iu dispute. 
Everything Is at stake between the 
cjntendlng parties this year, including 
the presidential vote, a full stite ticket 
and control of the legi.-litiire. whlcl\ 
elects a senator, but the chief conten- 
tion liere this week is over the state 
offices. 

There was an army of followers here 
for the respective candidates, and they 
are regarding these nominations as 
much more desirable than In former 
years. 

While there was no opposition to 

Eikin.-; f)r sen itur. (ir In A. II. White 
for giiveinor, the contests for other 
place.-, un the state ticket were In 
marked contrast to tbeHe two cases. 
There were many candidates for each 
place. The d( legates spent the fore- 
noon in district meetings, selecting 
their vice president and other oflUer.- 
of the convention and members of tbe 
different committees to be reported to 
the convention. 

It was l:u.j when the ( i)nvention was 
called to order by Secretary of State 
Dawson, chairman of tbe state commit- 
tee. Governor Atkinson was the first 
of the leaders to he cheered a.> he en- 
tered the hall. Other (nation- followed. 
Prayer w;u offered by Dr. R. H. .Mer- 
rill, pastor of the Kanawha Presby- 
terian church. Mr. Dawson then an- 
nounced the temporary ofUcers and in- 
troduced Senator Elkins as the tem- 
porary chairman. He was greeted with 
continuous cheers. 

A letter was read from Senator Han- 
na in reply to an invitation to be pres- 
ent, in which he stated other dutios 
prevented his attendance. \ letter was 
also read from Senator N. B. Scott, who 
is sick and unable to be present. Both 
weie received witli cheers, and there 
were yells of "Give us another Uanna." 

Whnt Populists Want. 

Lincoln, Neii., July 11.— Three fu- 
sion state conventions, the I'opulists, 
Democrats and Silver Republicans, met 
here to nominate a full state ticket 
Over the division of the ofllces between 
the three parties, a duty delegated to 
the conference committee, the sharpest 
contest was looked for. At present the 
Populists control every state office ex- 
cept two, which are the lieutenant gov- 
ernorship, by the Silver Republicans, 
and the attorneyship, by the Demo- 
crats. The Democratic leaders have 
been asking tor a more equitable divi- 
sion, but a strong disposition was 
shown by the pcipiilists to iusi.-t that 
every nominee be a Populist, which 
tbey claim was no more than fair, on 
account of the defeat of Charles A. 
Towne in the Democratic national con- 
vention. 

Lewis Renominated. 

Leesburg, Ga.. July 11.— The Demo- 
crats of the Third district nominated 
Hon. E. B. Lewis for congress, to suc- 
ceed himself. 

Trouble With Moliuve Indians. 
Needles, Cel., July 11.— Since tbe 
^losing of the term of school last week 
at Port Mohave there has been much 
trouble between the Indians and the 
8uperlnt«'ndent, Major J. J. McKoin. It 
seems that the parents of tbe Indian 
scholars tklnk the eklldren should be 
permitted to come home at the close of 
tbe school term, but Major McKoln In- 
sists that they shall remain at work on 
tbe acbooi farm. A dispatch was sent 
at the Instance of the IndiaaSt Isat 
week, to President MoKinlsgr. aaying, 
if the scholars were not allowed to 
oome home, "the Mohaves will make 
trouble." A few days later, the Indian 
boys ran away from tke fort and Bo* 
perintendent McKoln, with his depu- 
ties, has been trying to capture them 
and take them back.

What an administration orgpn calls 

the '■i)asic features of the platform" 
adopted by the Republican convention 
at Philadelphia, include the following:
